Has been popular for over thirty years, in 
the face of strong competition from many fine new red Roses. 


Golden Dawn. Golden yellow. A well-shaped, double flower with rich tea fragrance. 
Excellent foliage; free blooming. 


Poinsettia. Buds long pointed; bloom large and very double, slightly fragrant. Unfading 
scarlet, like the well-known poinsettia of the Christmas season. Vigorous, compact; 
abundant bloom. 


Radiance. [wo-tone rose-pink. Globular bud opening to a full, cupped, very fragrant 
flower. Vigorous and healthy. One of the most reliable and very easy to grow. 


Red Radiance. Cerise-red. Habit same as Radiance; together they make a dependable 
start for the beginner in Rose growing. ‘They do well in practically any climate and 
location. 


Talisman. A combination of gold, apricot, yellow and flame. The popular multicolor 
Rose. Generally does best in the fall. Rich, glossy, leathery foliage.
